Cantigny, which lies a short distance 
northwest of Montdidier. They also 
took several other objectives and held 
all of them im the face of counter at- 
tacks.

ALL OBJECTIVES 
WERE CAPTURED 
BY AMERICANS 


Washington, May 28.—American 
troops in Picardy attacked this morn- 
ing on a front of one fnd a quarter 
miles, captured the village of Canting- 
ny, took 200 prisoners and inflicted se- 
vere losses in killed and wounded on 
the enemy, says General Pershing’s 
communique made public tonight at 
the war department The American 
casualties were relatively small. 

The statement follows: 

“This morning in Picardy our troops 
attacked on a front of one and one- 
fourth miles, advanced our lines and 
captured the village of Cantigny. We 
took 200 prisoners and inflicted on the 
enemy severe losses in killed and 
wounded. Our casualties were rela- 
tively small. 

‘Hostile counter attacks broke down 
under our fire. 

“In Lorraine and in the Woevre ar- 
tillery of both sides continued active. 
Early in the day our aviators shot 
down a hostile machine.” 

Details ef Monday® Fighting. 

Another section of General Per- 
shing’s communique of yesterday, 
made public today by the war 
department, said that an enemy 
bombardment and a gas attack on 
American advance positions in Picardly 
before daylight yesterday was repulsed 


_ by counter ettacks. Two places in the 


American lines were penetrated. An 
attempted raid accompanied by artil- 
lery fire in the Woevre also was re- 
pulsed. There were gas attacks in 
Lorraine yesterday. 

The text of the communique follows: 

“Section B—In Picardy before day- 
Might this morning the enemy, after a 
violent bombardment with high ex- 
plosives and gaé, attacked our advance 
positions of our front lines. Shortly 
afterward our troops counter attacked, 
expelled the Germans at all points and 
occupied part of the German trenches. 


‘Heavy losses-were inflicted on the ene- 


my and some prisoners were taken. 
Our casualties were light. In one case 
an American was taken prisoner, but 
was rescued by counter attacks and all 
of his captors were killed. Our troops 
displayed a fine offensive spirit at all 
times and have achieved a notable suc- 
cess. 

“During the early hours of the morn- 
ing in the Woevre a hostile foree, sup- 
ported by violent artillery fire, at- 
tempted a raid upon our lines. This 
force, which was composed of three 
officers and about 100 men, well equip- 
ped with light. machine guns, blew up 
our wires and attempted to’ capture 
portions of our trenches. They were 
eompietely repulsed by our infantry 
and our artillery, leaving one officer 
and four men dead in our trenches and 
one wounded prisoner in our hands. 

“Wifteen or twenty dead were observ- 
ed near our wire and ten stretchers

Wages to Be Raised. 


More than 100,000 employees of the 
four companies are to be retained un- 
der the new corporation, and their 
wages will be raised in many cases, ac- 
cording to Mr. Taylor. The amount will 
be determined after the scale of wage 
advances ordered for railroad em- 
ployees is examined carefully. 

Through economics by the common 
use of wagons, trucks, distributing eta- 
tions, city offices, warehouses, railroad 
cars and other equipment and the sim- 
plification of accounting, the merged 
companies hope to save many mibhions 
of dollars and to render better service. 

Though the merger is arranged under 
war exigencies, it is planned as per- 
manent and accomplish the object 
which has been discussed in vain for 
almost a century of competittve condi- 
tions. Last year the four leading com- 
panies barely made expenses, and the 
Adams recorded a deficit. Early months 
this year showed even a worse record, 
owtng to the general demoralized con- 
ditions of railroad transportation, the 
rising cost of materials and shortage 
of labor. Some officials of the com- 
panies sought to have the railroad ad- 
ministration take over the companies 
along with the railroads and guarantee 
the average pre-war earnings, which 
have been about $3,700,000 a year, but 
Director General McAdoo declined. 


Distribution of Stock. 


Thé new concern, whose name will 
be the Federal Express company, un- 
less existing small companies with 
that name in two states object, will 


have a stock of $30,000,000, represent- 
ing the actual value of properties 
pooled, and in addition enough stock, 
to provide ample working cash. 

The stock will be distributed among 
the four companies according to the 
comparative value of the properties 
they contribute, to be determined after 
further vaduation proceedings. Each 
of the companies will continue its fi- 
mancial business, such as dealing in 
money orders, foreign exchange and 
limited banking, individually and with 
the union company as their agent. The 
corporate identities of the es 
will be retained. 

Out of the 49% per cent of gross 
earnings retainéd, the union corpora- 
tion wtll pay operating expenses, taxes 
and dividende of 5 per cent on its capi- 
tal stock.

VOTE ON ELECTION OF BOARD 
BY PEOPLE ASKED BY LEAGUE 


The Moreland Avenue Parent- 
Teachers’ association at a meeting 
Tuesday afte en addressed a com- 
 mebrication o te few city ex- 
echtive committee, which contain- 
ed resolutions to the effect that the 
question of electing members of 
the board of education by popular 
vote be submitted to the people at 
the white primary on July 10. 

It was aled suggested in these 
resolutions that at the same time 
the voters ‘should decide whether 
or not the superintendent of schools 
shall be elected by popular vote in 
the future and whether women 
shall be eligible to membership on 
the board. 

If the people should favor such 
changes the legislature would have 
to amend Atlanta’s charter to put 
them into effect. 


Major R. J. Guinn, chairman of the 
board of education, speaking of a for- 
mal request for a councilmanic investi- 
gation of the board, which was yester- 
day addreSsed to Mayor Candler by 
James L. Key, a member of the board 
and candidate for mayor, stated that 
he sincerely hoped that council make 
such an investigation. 

“The situation,” said Major Guinn, 
“has certainly reached the stage where 
there ought to be an investigation of 
some kind, for the sake of those whose 
names have been brought into the mat- 
ter, and it is self-evidence that the 
board of education is not the proper 
authority to make such an investiga- 
tion. 

‘T feel,” he continued, “that it 
would be improper for me, as chairman 
of the board, to preside at such an in- 
vestigation, inasmuch as charges of 
‘Prussianism’ in my chairmanship and 
direction of the school system have 
been made. Therefore, it appears that 
the only other properly constituted body 
to make such a probe is the city coun- 
cil.” 

“Courts Investigation.” 

Major Guinn expressed himself as 
extremely desirous that there be an in- 
vestigation, and said that he, person- 
ally, “courted the fullest investigation 
into all of his official acts since he has 
been on the board. 

“T have always done my utmost to 
give Atlanta the best possible school 
system under the conditions we work 
with. We have been badly handicapped 
ig many ways, but we have done ‘the 
best we can with the facilities at our 
disposal.” 

James L. Key, in addressing his re- 
quest for an investigation by council 
to Mayor Candler, stated that the im- 
portant point to be considered in the 
whole affair is the prosperity of the 
schools, and also says that the whole 
situation should be clarified in order 
to dispel the unrest which the charges

Reports came that other union or- 
ganizations, particularly machinists, 
were planning walkouts; but these were 
not credited by labor directors of the 
railroad administration. 

Shop Men May Get More. 

It has been conceded by some offi- 
cials that higher wages than those al- 
lowed by the director general’s order 
might have been paid shop men, includ- 
ing machinists, sheet metal workers, 
blacksmiths, electricians, boilermakers 
and carmen, owing to the high scale of 
wages in shipyards and other indus- 
tries employing large numbers of these 
workmen. The new wage order estab- 
lished a minimum of 55 cents an hour 
for machinists, blacksmiths, boilermak- 
ers and other shop mechanics who 
have been receiving the same hourly 
rate. Confusion has been created over 
the interpretation of this provision, 
since the hourly rate varies greatly in 
different shops: and parts of the coun- 
try. 

Another class of employees who may 
have to be paid more are the mainte- 
nance of way laborers, who are being 
lured with higher pay to other work. 
For several weeks reports have been 
reaching Washington that track labor- 
ers were planning to remain with the 
railroads only until given their back 
pay under the retroactive increases, and 


these reports proved unfounded on in- 
vestigation, but officials are not over- 
looking the danger of losing employees 
to other industries. 

To Consider Adjustments, 

For this reason the new board of 
railroad wages will be instructed to 
make all possible haste to consider 
wage adjustments called to its atten- 
tion by the director general on com- 
plaint from employees, and to recom- 
mend modifications from time to time. 
It is probable the board will take up 
the grievances of machinists and other 


shop men first. Many of these have 
complained that they get mot a cent 
increase under the new order, owing 
to the fact that the advances proposed 
by the scale have been more than taken 
up by inereases during 
years.

Rein Resigns Position. 

Professor O. P. Rein, a teacher in the 
Boys’ High school, who on Monday 
night refused either to deny or con- 
firm charges that had been made that 
he was a pacifist and pro-German by 
Professor Dykes, gave up his position 
on Monday morning. 

After removing his effects from the 
school, Professor Rein called up Su- 
perintendent of Schools W. C. Ward- 
law and stated that under the existing 
circumstances he did not feel that he 
could continue to hold his position. 
Professor Wardlaw told him that if he 
wished to resign, he should send in 
a written resignation. Professor Rein 


left the office in the city hall and noth- 
ing has been heard from him since. 
Efforts to locate him at his boarding 
house on Peachtree street were unsuc- 
cessful and it is generally accepted that 
he has left the city. 

Before leaving his class room on Mon- 
day morning, Professor Rein wrote on 
the blackboard “Best regards to my 
friends.” He also remarked to a fellow 
teacher whom he passed on his way 
out of the, building, “Well, good-by. 
I’m glad to have met you.” 


Two Letters to Press. 


Other developments in this situation, 
which is the outgrowth of the contro- 
versy as to whether the four high 
schools should hold separate or com- 
bined commencements this year, on 
Tuesday included the receipt of two 
letters by the press, one from Miss 
Laura M. Smith, superintendent of ele- 
mentary grades in the public schools, 
and the other from Frank E. Callaway, 
prominent local attorney. 

Miss Smith, in her letter, comés to 
the defense of Major Guimn and de- 
clares that the charges made against 
him are unfair. She states that it is 
not fair to censure an individual for 
faults which are the result of a system 
and states that until Atlanta runs her 
school system on different methods,

He 
states that it is inconceivable to him 
that a man “direct from Heidelberg” 
could have been placed as a teacher 
in an Atlanta school and calls for the 
fullest investigation to place the re- 
sponsibility for such a condition of af- 
fairs, if the charges should be sub- 
stantiated. 

Mr. Callaway, demands as a citizen 
of the city, the fullest possible investi- 
‘gation and says “if there is, as there 
seems to be, the slightest taint on the 
Americanism of any teachers in the 
public schools of the city of Atlanta 
that such teachers be immediately rele- 
gated to the limbo of things that were.”

In a postscript to his letter, Mr. Cal- 
laway says: 
| “Pp. S.—sSince writing the above I 

learn that this morning there was 
found on the blackboard in the ‘Heidel- 
berg man’s’ recitation room the words, 
‘Auf Weidersehen’ which, being lib- 
erally translated, means ‘I have lit a 
rag.’ Any way, he seems to be gone, 
‘folded his tent like the Arab and 
silently stole away.’ ”’ 

No intimation was given Tuesday by

IDEAL 
CAMP. 


Another letter, received by Captain 
Melton’s parents and written from the 
English camp where he was sent with 
his regiment after reaching England, 
is, in part, as follows: 

“Dearest All: We've been here now 
for several days. Our camp is an ideal 
one in many ways and we are all en- 
joying oursélves immensely. We rested 
until today, then we began work. We 
had a regimental review this afternoon 
and despite a month's travel the boys 
looked like a million dolfars. Colonel 
Whitman was well pleased. 

“Our camp is located in a wonder- 
ful old English city. The streets are 
narrow, the houses small and the ca- 
thedral massive. There are several 
arches across the street and an under- 
ground river, all adding to the beauty 
and quaintness of it all. 

“I took a little side trip the other 
day and visited Oxford and Stratford- 
on-Avon. The university is impressive 
and Stratford inspiring. 

“From where we are camping we can 
see dozens of airplanes flying around 
all the time. There’s an aviation camp 
several miles from here and the planes 
fly over us all hours of the day. 

“Today an Italian pilot flew over 
camp and pulled off some fancy fly- 
ing for us. He dove right 
and wound up by pulling off a “tail- 
spin” dive of some two thousand feet, 
only righting his machine when some 
five hundred feet above ground. He 
is a daring fellow and has a long 
string of Hun scalps to his credit. 

“Now, folks, listen a moment while 
I tell you something worth while: The 
325th infantry, of which your son is a 
captain, will visit London tomorrow as 
the guests of the Coldstream guards 
and the Grenadier guards (two of the 
oldest English regiments). We are also 
to be guests of Ambassador Page. The 
King of England will review us and 
later the ambassador will give the of- 
ficers a reception. At the same time 
the two military organizations that 
entertain us will give our enlisted men 
a blowout. 

“Now the beauty of this trip is that 
the Camp Gordon regiments will be the 
first American fighting units to parade 
in London for the king. The invita- 
tion to parade was sent to General Per- 
shing or General Biddle, I understand, 
and asked that the best trained, best 
officered American troops be allowed 
to visit London and parade. So you 
see we are considered some soldiers 
over here. 

“We are having a funny time with 
our money over here. A dollar’s change 
would fill a market basket. Joe Brown 
Connally says he would have brought 
a little nigger with a wheelbarrow 
along to carry his change if he had 
known how things are over here.”

GOVERNOR URGES DELAY 


Wires Government Officials 
of Seriousness of Farm La- 
bor Situation in Georgia. 


Hundreds of experienced farm boys 
in Georgia have been ordered to report 
for military duty today. Governor Dor- 
sey yesterday wired the government 
urging the delay of these calls “unless 
military necessities absolutely demand- 
ed,” in order that Georgia’s farm con- 
ditions may not become more depressed. 

The governor followed his letter of 
Monday to the secretary of war, Pro- 
General Crowder and 
Chairman Gifford, of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, urging immediate relief 
to the farmers of Georgia by the fol- 
lowing telegram yesterday: 

“Hon. Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War; Hon. W. S. Gifford, of the Na- 
tional Council of Defense; General E. 
H. Crowder, Provost Marshal General: 
“Please see my letter of yesterday, 


which should reach you tomorrow 
morning. Farmers of Georgia need the 
services of drafted men for the culti- 
vation of crops already planted and 
will continue to need them for the next 
sixty to ninety days, after which time 
crops can be handled by inexperienced 
help. In one county all men remaining 
in class one are .farmers and are or- 
dered to report for service tomorrow. 
Unless military necessities absolutely 
demand these men, I ask that their call 
be delayed og that they be granted a 
furlough. Unless relief is granted 
farmers of Georgia the state cannot 
do her share in the increased food pro- 
duction so necessary to the welfare of 


our nation. _

SAFE—BUT NOT AT WORK. 
The state highway department again 4as- 
sures the citizens of Georgia that this state 
‘gtands in no danger of losing the $402,- 
988.44 of federal aid road money now stand- 
ing to its credit, nor the total of $806,897.89 
that will be standing to its credit from and 


after next July 1. 


In other words, that the money is safe! 

“Absolutely so,” says the Washington 
correspondent of The Constitution. “Just 
as safe as the vaults of the United States 
treasury!” 

But the point is this: That money has 
been accumulating in the federal treasury 
for three years, while the state highway de 
partment has been shuttling back and forth 
between Washington and Atlanta; drawing 
marks and rubbing them out again, and as- 
suring the public that the money was safe 
and that something would be done. 

The fund bas been growing year by 
year until next July it will contain more 
and 
not a dollar of it has been spent upon the 
highways of Georgia. 

The commission cites the little stretch 
of road in Hall and Lumpkin counties as 
showing that actual highway construction is 
under way. Which, however, is a bit of 
camouflage that is entirely misleading, be- 
cause that particular stretch of road is 


© being built as a military necessity to meet 


a war-time emergency in providing a means 
of access to a pyrites deposit near Dahlon- 
ega, and is being paid for out of the gov- 
ernment’s military fund and not out of the 
stateaid road fund! 

The fact remains that, with three years’ 
accumulation of Georgia’s annual pro rata 
of federal aid road funds banked up in the 
federal treasury, not a pick has been struck 
into the ground on a Georgia federal aid 
highway project.

THE SCHOOLS MUDDLE. 


The recent controversy over the holding 


High schools has revealed a condition of in- 
ternal distemper within the entire school 
system of Atlanta that should be carefully 
investigated. 

Charges and counter charges are being 
bandied about among school executives and 
instructors as an aftermath of the gradua- 
tion muddle that are bad. : 

Whether or not all or any of them are 
true is beside .the mark. But the whole con- 
troversy furnishes evidence that the admin- 
istrative system of the public schools of 
Atlanta is wanting in that spirit of harmony 
and unification of ideas and purpose that 
make for efficiency and the best results. 

Reduced to its last analysis, this row 
seems to have had its fundamental origin 
in the school board’s assumption of a pre- 
rogative that does not properly belong to it 
—that of essaying to take a hand in purely 
administrative matters. We do not know 
that this is so, but it is so charged. We do 
know, however, that this very policy has 
kept the police department of Atlanta in a 
state of almost continuous turmoil for many 
years; and that turmoil and inefficiency in- 
evitably result whenever a departmehttal 
board departs from its rightful function of 
giving general direction and assumes ad- 
ministrative prerogative and authority. 

The statement has been made by the ad- 
ministrative head of the Boys’ High school 
that in the selection of one of the professors 
on the faculty of that school a man was 
chosen and installed over the protest of the 
principal and at the suggestion of the prin- 
cipal of another High school! 

It is almost inconceivable that that can 
be true. Such a proceeding would be as 
unreasonable and as destructive as it would 
be for the military authorities to assign a 
colonel to a regimental command, then install 
staff officers over his protest and expect 
him to properly handle his regiment.

act was pernicious. 

The Constitution does not say that it is 
true or that it is not true. But we do say 
that enough has been exposed to merit a 
full and sweeping investigation of the whole 
affair. ' 

The charge hag been openly made that 
principals, teachers and students are in a 
state of constant intimidation; that the 
teachers dare fot give expression to their 
own wishes or views when they conflict with 
the attitude of the school board. 

The further statement is made that tn 
the recent controversy over the matter of 
consolidating the commencement exercises 
of all of the High schools the students. were 
put on notice not evento dissent to, much 
less to protest against, that plan, under pain 
of being disciplined. 

These and many other similar charges 
that have been made should be proven or 
disproven. 

The charges that have been made must 
be cleared away, and whomsoever a fair but 
rigid investigation hits will have to with- 
draw from the pérsonnel of the school de- 
partment. 

As for Professor Dykes, he will have to 
prove the charges he makes against others, 
or else he will have to go. 

If his charges are proven true, and he is 
proven to be in the right, then the school 
board dare not remove him! So vindicated 
he would be the logical man for superin 
tendent. 

So who is to make good? 

Dykes or Wardlaw? 

Now is the time to have it out!

THE VAGOTONIC TYPE. 


In health there is a perfect equilibrium 
between two physiologically antagonistic 
parts of the sympathetic nervous system 
(which presides over all unconscious func- 
tions). These two antagonistic systems are 
called the sympathetic nerve proper and the 
vagus or autonomic. The perfect equilibrium 
is all the more remarkable when we con- 
sider how frequently it is temporarily upset 
in the exercise of ordinary physiological 
functions. The narrowing and widening of 
the pupil in bright and dull light, the water- 
ing of the mouth at the smell of savory food, 
the increased rapidity of heart beat under 
physical exertion and emotional excitement, 
the secretion of gastric juice under the stim- 
ulation of palatable food, the opening of the 
bile duct and flow of bile into the duodenum 
at the call of the chyme as it leaves the 
stomach, the transport of the contents of 
the colon through nearly the whole length 
of the colon in one vehement onward move- 
ment suddenly three or four times a day. 
These are all examples of sudden physio- 
logical overthrow of balance between the 
sympathetic and autonomic of vagus sys- 
tems. Now, suppose this perfect balance 
in some way bvbecomes permanently  dis- 
turbed a little. What happens? 

Well, one effect of a disturbance of the 
balance, when the autonomic or vagus por- 
tion happens to get the upper hand, is the 
development of vagotonia—a condition char- 
acteristic of too much vagus tone. A great 
many young adults are vagotonic. Why, we 
don’t know. In some way their mode of life 
is not well adjusted to environment; they 
do not live hygienically in all respects. 

Some of the more familiar features of the 
vagotonic state may be of interest—espe- 
cially if you happen to be a vagotonic your- 
self. We shall describe an instance: 

A woman of 28, some fifteen pounds un- 
derweight, has a very slow pulse (56 beats 
a minute, whereas 70 to 80 is normal), cold 
hands and cold feet, wide, glistening eyes 
with small pupils (casual observers would 
say “large eyes”), am excessive secretion of 
saliva, excessive localized sweating, attacks 
of heartburn, complaining of a sensation as 
if food sticks half way down in the chest, 
colic or cramp in abdomen frequently with- 
out apparent cause, obstinate constipation. 

.A physician can administer to a vago- 
tonic medicine which will at any rate tem- 
porarily restore the Dalance and relieve all 
the symptoms In fact, that is a test of the 


diagnosis.

One morning last spring the Canadian 
troops started up the long sloping hillside, 
under skies that rained cartridges, shells and 
gas bombs So terrific was the machine gun 
fire that some cartridges cut trees in two 
as if they had been cut with a saw, while 
other cartridges did not so much strike the 
Canadian boys as cut their bodies into two 
parts. Lying upon their faces, they erawled 
up the hillside, cutting the wires as they 
crawled forward. Not until the second after- 
noon did the shattered remnants reach the 
German trench that crowned the hillcrest; 
then they plunged down into the long stairs 
into the underground chamber and fled 
through the lower openings of their gallery 
north- and toward safety. 

Not until the Canadian officers led us 
into one of those German chambers did we 
understand the black tragedy. The room 
was shellproof. The soft yellow clay was 
shored up by the rough boards. All around 
the walls were bunks. In that chamber the 
German officers had kept the captive French 
and Belgian girls. There were two cup- 
boards standing against the wall. One made 
of rough boards; the other was a large, ex- 
quisitely carved walnut bureau for the girls’ 
garments. When the German officers fled 
from the trench above they had just time to 
escape to the lower shellproof rooms, grab 
some treasure, and flee. Unwilling to give 
these captive girls their freedom, since they 
could not have the girls, they determined 
that their French and Belgian fathers and 
sweethearts should not recover them. 

There was just time during the excite- 
ment of the flight to unlock the doors, rush 
in and send a bullet through each young 
woman. A few minutes later the Canadian 
boys swarmed through the long connecting 
chambers and side rooms. In one of these 
rooms they found these young women, now 
dead or dying. Gas bombs had already been 
flung down and the rooms were foul with 
poison air. Protected by their masks, the 
- Canadian boys had time to pick up these 
girls and carry them up the steps into the 
open air, where they laid them down on the 
grass in the open sunshine. But help came 
too late. Beginning with an attempt to mur- 
der the souls of the girls, the German offi- 
cers had ended by slaying their bodies. 

An officer saw to it that the official pho- 
tographer kept the record of the faces of 
these dead girls. Once they must have been 
divinely beautiful, for all were lovely be- 
yond their fellows. One could understand 
the pride and jot of a father or lover when 
he looked upon the young girl’s face. Her 
slender body made one think of the tall lily 
stem crowned with that flower named the 
face and glorious head. Strangely enough, 
they seemed to sleep as if peace had come 
after long pain. Plainly, death had been 
longed for. Weeks passed by. The photo- 
graphs of the dead girls were shown in the 
hope that if possible word might reach their 
parents, but no friend had been found to 
recognize them. One day a Canadian officer, 
making slow recovery in a hospital near 
the coast, was asked by his nurse for the 
photograph. 

It seemed there was a Belgian woman 
working in the hospital. Her village had 
been entirely destroyed. Her home was gone 
and all whom she loved had disappeared. By 
some accident the Red Cross nurse remem- 
bered this photograph and decided to show 
it to the Belgian woman, who had passed so 
swiftly from abundance and happiness to the 
utmost poverty and heart-break. A moment 
later she held the picture out at arm’s 
length, rose to her feet, then drew it to her 
lips and hugged it to her breast. With 
streaming eyes, she almost shouted: “Thank 
God! Julia is dead! Thank God—Julia is 
dead! Now I know there is a God in. Israel, 
for Julia ts dead—is dead! Thank God! 
Thank God!”

How long are the allies to stt by and 
watch Germany win the war? For win the 
war she will if she establishes her domina- 
tion of Russia, and the allies are sitting by 
and watching her do it. How long are the 
allies to go on delivering the next genera- 
tion, the future of the world, bound hand 
and foot into Germany’s prison-house? For 
if Germany controls Russia, then the future 
is hers. How long are the allies to watch 
Germany making herself irresistible in that 
mext war which she is already arranging? 
For irresistible she will be if the German 
empire extends from the Baltic sea to the 
Pacific ocean. ; 

“The war will be won in the west.” But 
if it is won only in the west it will be lost. 
If it is won only in the west we shall have 
done nothing except to check temporarily, at 
a terrible price, Germany’s movement 
against France and Belgium, and we shall 
have handed over to her, with incredible 
generosity, the means to make certainly suc- 
cessful her next movement against France 
and Belgium—and England, and Canada, and 
Brazil, and the United States. 

Two years and a half ago Mr. Lioyd- 
George made that memorable complaint that 
in everything the allies had done they had 
always been “too late.” Are they to be too 
late again, and now fatally too late? Are 
they to be too late where tardiness is crucial 
and pivotal? Are they to wait while Ger- 
many swiftly molds the pliable mass of Rus- 
sia into the new German empire? Why, if 
they let her do that, Germany could acti- 
ally afford to’ admit defeat on the western 
front, to let the allies have nearly everything 
they wanted, Alsace-Lorraine included—even 
the Trentino; for in the next war she could 
take Alsace-Lorraine and the Trentino back 
again with hardly an effort. Next war’? 
There would not be a next war; it would 
be not a war but a promenade of the one 
great world empire over the bodies of tne 
democratic nations 

What does the rapidly progressing an- 
nexation of Russia mean to us? Is it mere- 
ly one more country swallowed in the Ger- 
man maw, merely a larger Rumania or Bel- 
gium? No, it is something of vastly greater 
meaning. Russia within the German em- 
pire, Russia even dominated from the outside 
by the German empire, means the mightiest 
military empire the world has ever seen, an 
empire beside which:the present German 
empire will seem small and not very power- 
ful by comparison. To what ends will the 
strength of that vaster empire be directed? 
To the same ends as those for ‘which the 
strength of the present and lesser German 
empire has been directed, and we have 
learned what they are in a terrible scnool. 
From Hamburg to Vladivostok the Hohenzol- 
lern mind will direct energies and powers 
fifty-fold what it has been able to direct 
in this war, direct them toward the con- 
quest of the whole world from Hudson's bay 
to Cape Horn, from Norway to the Cape of 
Good Hope, from Manchuria to Australia. 

The power of such an empire would be— 
will be, if we do not prevent it—beyond 
anything which has ever been conceived in 
human history. We shall no longer be able 
then to talk of any nation being invincible, 
unconquerable. We shall see the nations of 
the world disappear, one after another. Ja- 
pan is as much threatened as is the Unitea 
States, perhaps more directly threatened, 
since the swift rush of the increasing Ger- 
man empire is now being aimed straight 
across the territory of Japan’s neighbor, and 
since the interests of the new German em- 
pire might bring her into collision with Ja- 
pan first and before she had occasion tq 
turn and strike at the American continent. 

And what are we doing while this terrific 
prodigy is being created under our eyes? 


Why, we are debating whether Japan might 
or might not get.some profit out of it if she 
stopped the thing before it was too late. We 
are telling each other that we must not 
hurt Bolshevist feelings. We are concen- 
trating our eyes on Flanders and Picardy and 
Saying that “the war will be won in the 
west.” And what should we be doing? We 
should be realizing with all our might that 
we are looking upon one of the vastest and 
most malevolent births in history, the birth 
of an empire beyond anything which the 
mind of man has ever conceived, and whose 
whole existence will be devoted to our de- 
struction and the destruction of everything 
that.is like us. And we should force our 
politicians to be statesmen and to think of 
what this means. We can still help Russia, 
and we should; not the Bolsheviki, who have 
delivered themselves to Germany and are 
furthering with 4ll their might the progress 
of the German aim, but Russia; and we 
should not hesitate and falter over the ques- 
who are our 
most malignant enemies, will misinterpret 
our help or not. When have they ever done 
anything else, and what could we do that 
they would not misinterpret? 

We must help Russia—not the Bolsheviki 
—because if we do not help Russia we, or at 
any rate our children, will be lost. And to 
help her we must cease to suspect each other, 
cease to get in each other’s way, cease to 
say that we are the only one of the allies 
whose motives are pure, when in fact we 
know nothing of the kind. This great emer- 
gency of the world, on which the future of 
everything we hold dear depends, is one to 
be dealt with by the tools at hand, whether 
American, British, French, Chinese, or Japan- 
ese, or all together. 


A Sound Basis for Bonds

There is to be a sound basis for future 
Liberty Loans if the opinion of Chairman 
W. C. Wardlaw, of the Liberty Loan execu- 
tive committee of the sixth federal reserve 
district, is to be trusted, and his opinion is 
hereby commended, with confidence and 
support. After a courteous reference to this 
newspaper's desire to give the fullest credit 
to the sixth federal reserve district (At- 
lanta), Mr. Wardlaw says: 

“In the previous campaigns our largest 
cities had to carry the burden of same and 
to do this they have had to take a consid- 
erable amount of bonds on their own ac- 
count, but in the campaign just closed the 
country districts produced the oversubscrip- 
tions and the cities had a harder time reach- 
ing their quotas than the country commu- 
nities. In all of the larger cities the clear- 
ing-house banks all stood ready to suDscribe 
if it was necessary, in order that the district 
might reach its quota, but we had them hold 
off until] the last minute and, as stated, there 
were very few cases where they had to sub- 
scribe at all. 

“I have handled all three campaigns in 
this district and this is really the first one 


in which we have been able to reach the. 


country districts, but we now have every 
county thorouthly organized and these or- 
ganizations will be maintained, and I antici- 
pate that in the fourth campaign it will be 
easier to reach our quota than in the one 
just closed. Our entire efforts are being 
directed to the sale of the wonds to individ- 
vals and we have worked just as hard to sell 
to tae $50 man as to those who could Duy in 
larger amounts.”

Federal Road Fund 
‘‘Safe!”’ You Bet! 


“Federal road fund safe,” says the Geor- 
gia state highway commission. 

Absolutely so! Just as safe as the vaults 
of the United States treasury. 

“Georgia is in no danger of losing any 
portion of the appropriation,” says the Geor- 
gia state highway commission. 

Nor is Georgia in “danger” of getting any 
appreciable portion of the federal ald for 
roads until her highway laws are so amend- 
ed as to meet the requirements of the fed- 
eral statute making appropriations avail- 
able to states for through highway con- 
struction. 

“The sum of $402,988.44 is already avail- 
ablé and another $403,909.45 will be avatt- 
able July 1,” says the Georgia State hizgh- 
way commission. 

True! And a major portion of that now 
available has been available for more than 
two vears. The addition to the fund, avail- 
able in July, is the automatic increase that 
comes under the provisions of the federal 
law. 

All safe! Certainly! 

“The chairman of the Georgia highway 
commission has been in Washington for 
several days looking after the matter,” says 
the Georgia state highway commission. 

Again true! And the chairman has been 
in Washington numerous times before “‘look- 
ing after the matter.” Indeed is it not true 
the chairman spends a great deal of his time 
in Washington, or between Atlanta ane 
Washington, or Washington and Atlanta, 
“looking after the matter”? 

Yes, the “funds are safe”"—behind ths 
great steel doors of the treasury; perfectly 
safe! 

“Thirteen highway projects have been 
submitted and twelve have been approved,” 
says the Georgia state highway commission. 

Certainly! Many of these were submitted 
and approved more than a year ago; and the 
federal aid is still “safe”—in Washington.

The federal road department is anxious 
that projects that conform to the law shall 
be submitted and approved and executed; 
it is anxious that Georgia shall get the bene- 
fits of the aid voted for the commonwealths 
of the nation, but the “submission” of a proj- 
ect, and the “approval” of a project does not 
within themselves conform to the regulations 
prescribed by this law.

Seriously, the federal aid road law pro- 
vides that the roads to be benefitted by gov- 
ernment help must be through highways; 
each county through which they traverse 
must conform to the same specifications for 
construction; before work is begun each 
county touched by the proposed road shall 
be linked into an unbroken chain, and posted 
its own proportion of the construction costs 
on a fifty-fifty basis. 

Before this federal aid will ever be of 
its greatest usefulness to Georgia the state 
must provide an operating etate highway 
commission headed by a practical road 
builder, and it must legally authorize that 
commission to build a system of state high- 
ways without the delay and embarrassment 
of county interference, and then levy the 
road taxation in the respective counties upon 
an equitable basis of population and bene-

Ohio ahd Illinois contributd to the 
record-breaking influx of selectmen 
cqming to this camp, the former send- 
ing approximately 1,700, the latter a 
similar number, and the states of 
Georgia, Florida and Maryland mak- 
ing up the remainder. 

The Ohio men come from Cleveland 
and Akron, the former city sending the 
large majority of men. At the receiv- 
ing station the Ohio men are being 
questioned concerning their occupa- 
tions previous to entering the army, 
and information, that may prove valu- 
able in the future is being secured on 
many men who were workers in au- 
tomobile and airplane factories in 
Cleveland and rubber plants in Akron. 

The new men are fast becoming ac- 
customed to their new suproundings, 
as evidenced by the fact that the Ohio 
men in the Second Replacement regi- 
ment of infantry have begun the for- 
mation of a regimental baseball league 
to determine the championship of that 
organization.

Normal school’s service for the state 
in the training of teachers ends to- 
morrow with the graduating exercises 
when 170 of 800 enrolled students from 
122 counties of the state will receive 
their diplomas, The baccalaureate ad- 
dress will be made by Hon Hooper 
Alexander, of Atlanta. 

The commencement exercises have 
consisted of the annual concert, the 
alumnae annual exercises today, with 
the address by invitation from Mrs.

WOOD TAKES HIS CASE 
TO PRESIDENT WILSON 


Washington, May 28—Major General 
Leonard Wood, former chief of staff, 
whose detachment from command of 
the national army division he trained 
for service in France became known 
yesterday, spent half an hour at the 
white house today in conference with 
rah a goa bape The call was ar- 
ranged a e officer’s r - 
retary Baker. ee 

No statement on the subject was 
made either at the white house or by 
General Wood, but the general’s friends 
say he wanted to tell the president in 
person that as senior officer of the reg- 
ular army, he had only one desire—to 
serve to the best of his ability in what- 
ever post he was assigned to fill. 

To a large group of newspaper cor- 
respondents who greeted him as he left 
the white house, General Wood would 
say only that he was a soldier and 
would obey any orders given him. 

There is no concealment of the fact 
that the general is greatly disappointed 
over his failure to proceed to France 
for service with his division at the 
front. He also is disturbed over the 
idea of settling down to the routine 
duties of a departmental commander, 
and Secretary Baker today confirmed 
the report that he had asked for a more 
active assignment than the command 
of the western department to which he 
has been ordered. This request has 
been referred to General March, chief 
of staff, and it is said to be probable 
that General W'ood will be given his 
old post at Camp’ Funston to train an- 
other division. 

Mr. Baker refused to make any state-

It has fre- 
quently been said that if an occasion 
arose where the recommendations of 
General Pershing were to be overruled 
by the department, the necessity would 
arise at once for his recall and the as- 
signment of the task to some one else.

Pete Herman, bantamweight cham- 
Pion of the world, will not appear in 
Atlanta on June 5 against Ear] Puryear 
in the final boxing bout of the season 
in this city. 

The final boxing bout has already 
been held. It was the Bloom-Lux bout 
last week. 

Red Walsh, manager of the champion, 
wired yesterday afternoon, “Sorry, but 
Herman cannot get off for fifth. Will 
take nineteenth. Can send Chaney for 
date with Puryear.” 

Walsh knew when he wired Saturday 
accepting the date at the local club 
whether or not the champion could get 
away. But for some reason he waits 
until just a week before the fight, aft- 
er the local promoters had placed their 
orders for tickets for advertising mat- 
ter and expended various and sundry 
other items to cancel the match. 

But what care Herman or his mana- 
ger who is the goat, just so long as 
they are not? 


Our Experience, 


_ The writer had the misfortune of be- 
ing one of the local boxing promoters, 
losing considerable sleep, expending 
considerable nervous energy and quite 
a bit of worldly goods in an effort 
to re-establish the boxing game here 
on a high-class basis. 


No fighter can say that he was not 
treated fairly and squarely. The trou- 
ble was they were treated too fairly. 


But when they found that they would 


ceive, without any shading as is the 
common practice by promoters else- 
where, they took advantage of the sit- 
uation and proceeded to kill the goose 
that laid the golden egg. 

Ted Lewis, Jack Britton, Jimmy Duf- 
fy and Gunboat Smith got more money 
in Atlanta than they have made any- 
where in years. They got three times 
more than they were entitled to in 
view of the kind of exhibitions they 
really put up. 

We're Through. 

We’re through. The writer is not 
talking for his associates, but simply 
and solely for himself. We've sunk 
all we intend to sink in the way of 
money, time, patience, nerves and good 
nature into the boxing game. 

We have, from our brief experience 
as a boxing promoter, confirmed our 
suspicions regarding the boxing game. 
Briefly they are: 

1. The less one has to do with the 
boxing game, with boxers and their 
managers the better off one will be. 

2. Atlanta is not a fight town. It 
may stand for one or two, possibly 
three big bouts a year between boys 
with reputations, but as a steady diet— 
nix. 

3. Local fans would rather pay $3 
ringside to see Ted Lewis and Jack 
Britton prance for 10 rounds without 
even mussing their hair than pay $2 for 
real action as furnished in the Abel- 
Budd, Abel-Lux, Lawler-McNeill, Hahn- 
Pappas bouts. 

4. That no boxer is worth more than 
he can draw at the gate. That boxers 
are looking out only for their own in- 
terests. They care nothing whether 
the promoter makes a dime or not. 


Learned Lesson. 


We learned our lesson. There was ac- 
tion and plenty of it in the last three 
bills staged at the Auditorium-Armory. 
Why? Simply because the boxers were 
signed to a contract that called for 
fight or no money. We were protected 
and so were Atlanta fans. 

Maybe that’s the “nigger in the wood- 
pile,” with Champion Herman We 
mailed him just such a contract. One 
clause read that if the referee stopped 
the bout for any cause that neither 
contestant would receive a penny. 

Herman evidently thought he'd slip 
up here and pick up a little soft 
change, but Herman did not know our 
boxing eye teeth had been cut. 

Or maybe Puryear was too tough a 
nut to crack. 

Our one and only hope is that we
